NOTIFICATION 

Now Delhi, the 3id Febtuaiy, 1978 

8.0. 63(E). —Whereas under sub-section (1) of section 72 
of'the Punjab Reorganisation Act, 1966 (31 of 1966), road 
with sub-section (3) thereof, the Board constituted under the 
Sikh Gurdwaras Act, 1925 (Punjab Act 8 of 1925) shall, 
on and Irom the 1st day of November, 1966, continue to 
function and operate in those areas in respect of which it was 
fenctiomng and operating immediately before that day, sub¬ 
ject to such dir«»tions as may, from time to time, be issued 
by the Central Government until other provision is made 
by law in respect of the said Board ; 

And whereas under sub-section (2) of the said section 72, 
any such direction may include a direction that any law by 
which the said Board is governed shall, in its application to 
that Board, have effect, subject to such exceptions and modi- 
fleatierfs- as may be specified in the direction ; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
sub-section (1), read with sub-sections (2) and (3), of the 
said section 72, the Central Government hereby directs that 
the Sikh Gurdwaras Act, 1925 (Punjab Act 8 of 1925) shall 
have effect, as from the date of issue of this notification, 
subject to the following further modifications, namely:— 

1. In section,— 

(i) tn clause (6), the words “by the State Government” 
shall be omitted ; 

(11) for clause (17), the following clauses shall be substi¬ 
tuted, namely :— 


‘(17) ‘‘Commissioner, Gurdwara Elections” means the 
officer appointed by the Government of the State 
of Punjab, Haryana or Himachal Pradesh or the 
Administrator of the Union territory of Chandi¬ 
garh, as the ease may be, to perform the duties 
of the Commissioner, Gurdwara Elections in rela¬ 
tion to tho election of members of Committees 
constituted for the Notified Sikh Gurdwaras locat¬ 
ed within the State or the Union territory; 

(17A) “Chief Commissioner, Gurdwara F.ections” 
means the officer appointed by the Cential Gov¬ 
ernment under section 47A.’, 

2. After section 47, the following section shall be inserted, 
namely :— 

“47A. Supei intendcnce, direction and control of election of 
members of the Board to be vested in the Chief Commis¬ 
sioner, Gurdwara Elections— 

(1) The superintendence, direction and control of the 
preparation of the electoral rolls for, and the con¬ 
duct of, election of members of the Board shall be 
vested in the Chief Commissioner, Gurdwara Flec¬ 
tions, who may perform such of his functions as 
he may consider necessary through the Commis¬ 
sioner, Gurdwara Elections concerned. 

(2) Tfif Government of the State of Punjab, Haryana or 
Himachal Pradesh or, the Administrator of the 
Union territory of Chandigarh, shall, when so re¬ 
quired by the Chief Commissioner, Gurdwara Elec¬ 
tions, make available to him or to the Commissioner. 
Gurdwara Elections concerned, such staff and other 
facilities as may be considered necessary for the 
performance of the functions of the Chief Commis¬ 
sioner, Gurdwara Elections, under this Act.*’. 

3. In sub-scction (2) of section 43A, sub-section (2) ®f 
section 44, sections 47 and 54 and in sub-section (2) of sec¬ 
tion 62, for the words “State Government” the words “Cen¬ 
tral Government” shall be substituted. 

4. In section 146,—- 

(i) for the words “State Government” in both the places 
where they occur, the words "Central Government” 
shall be substituted; 

(ii) after sub-section (2), the following sub-section shall 
be inserted, namely ; — 

“(3) Every rule made by the Central Government 
under this section shall be laid, as soon as may be 
after it is made, before each House of Pailiament 
while it is in session for a total period of thirty 
days which may be comprised in one session or 
in two or more successive sessions, and if, before 
the expiry of the session immediately following 
the session or the successive sessions aforesaid, 
both Houses agree in making any modification in 
the rule or both Houses agree that the rule should 
not be made, the rule shall thereafter have effect 
only in such modified form or be of no effect, as 
the case may be; so, however, that any such modi¬ 
fication or annulment shall be without prejudice 
to the validity of anything previously done under 
that rule,”. 

5. In section 147,— 

(i) for the words “State Government”, the words “Cen¬ 

tral Government” shall be substituted; 

(ii) for the words "the Tribunal appointed” the words 
“the High Court” shall be substituted.
